MAURETANIA BEATS ITS OWN 
RECORD FOR A DAY’S RUN 


Covers 680 Miles in 24 Hours, But 
Still Is Short of Bremen’s 
Mark. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—Steaming 
westward across the Atlantic in an 
effort to regain its speed laurels, 
the Cunard liner Maurttania made 
680 miles from noon Sunday to 
noon Monday, a radio message 
from Capt. S. G. S. McNeil to the 
line’s offices here today said. This 
surpassed the Mauretania’s pre- 
vious day’s run of 676 miles by 
four hours. The ship was averag- 
ing 27.20 knots. 

The Mauretania’s best run from 
Cherbourg to New York is five 
days, two hours and 34 minutes, 
which was a record up until July 
22, when the North German Lloyd 
liner Bremen made the same voy- 
age in four days, 17 hours and 42 
minutes. 

The Bremen’s fastest day’s run 
in its recent record-breaking Vvoy- 
age was 713 miles. Its high aver- 
age daily speed was 27.83 knots. 


AMERICANS FIRST TO CLIMB 
MT. GIULTSCHI, IN ITALY 


Peak Is 14,700 Feet High; Party 
Plans to Ascend Mt. Eldruz, 
18,570 Feet.

MILAN, Italy, Aug. 5.—A group 
of American Alpinists, headed by 
Albert Ran Herron, has accom- 
plished an exploit never before 
achieved in reaching the summit of 
Mount Giultschi, in the Italian 
Alps, which towers nearly 14,700 
feet above sea level. 

Messages received here today 
said the party got to the top of the 
peak on July 25. The Awericans 
left Milan June 28 with the inten- 
tion of completely exploring the 
mountain. When tney had com- 
pleted this they planned to attempt 
for the first time the ascension of 
Mount Eldruz in the Ciucasus, the 
highest peak in Europe, with an 
altitude of 18,570 feet. 


ONE OF FASTEST LAKE ERIE 
BOATS TAKEN BY COAST GUARD 


Crew of “Over the Top” Escapes; 
Two New Dry Vessels Are 
Launched. 

FORT ERIE, N. Y., Aug. 5.— 
The speed boat Over the Top, for 
years reputed to be the fastest 
liquor craft at this end of Lake 
Erie, has been captured off Erie, 
Pa., by the Coast Guard patrol. 
Coast guard officers said the 
crew of two escaped after dumping 
overboard 260 cases of ale and 65 
cases of whisky. 

Two new coast guard vessels 
were launched over the week-end 
at the Buffalo district headquar- 
ters. The dry fleet on the upper 
and lower river now numbers 11 
vessels. The new boats are cap- 
tured liquor runners which have 
been remodeled for patrol work. 
The customs patrol has been in- 
creased to 62 men, the * largest 
number that has ever been in serv- 
ice in this area. 


THORSTEIN G6, VEBLEN, 
NOTED ECONOMIST, DIES 


Succumbed Saturday in Palo Alto, 
Cal., But Fact Was Not 
Announced, 

PALO ALTO, Cal., Aug. i.— 
Thorstein B. Veblen, international- 
ly known economist and author, 
died here Saturday night of heart 
disease. Knowledge of his death 
was withheld until today. 

He had been an instructor in 
several universities and from 1911 
to 1918 was lecturer in economics 
at the University of Missouri. 
Among his works was “An Inquiry 
Into the Nature of Peace and the 
Terms of Its Perpetuation.” He

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UVERNOR TURNS 
DOWN INSURANCE 
RATE COMPROMISE 


Caulfield Holds That Power 
of State to Regulate 
Charges Is Paramount 
Question in Suit. 


COMPANIES READY 
TO END LITIGATION 


They Would Save Millions 
by ‘Agreement, but Gov- 
ernor Says They Have 
Not Shown Good Faith. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Aug. 5. 
—Gov. Caulfield today rejected the 
proposal of the stock fire insurance 
companies in Missouri to compro- 
mise litigation over a 10 per cent 
rate reduction ordered by the State 
Insurance Department in Novem- 
ber, 1922, for fire, lightning, hail 


and windstorm insurance, and di- 
rected attorneys 'for the State to 
carry the,suits to a final decision 
in the highest courts. About 190 
insurance companies are affected. 

The Governor's position was set 
forth in a letter to John T. Barker 
and Floyd E. Jacobs of Kansas 
City, special attorneys for the State 
Insurance Department in the liti- 
gation. 

The Governor took the position 
that the power of the State to reg- 
ulate insurance rates, which was 
attacked by the insurance com- 
panies, was the principal point in- 
volved and that his chief interest 
was in sustaining that power. He 
declared the regulatory power of 
the State should not rest upon con- 
cessions and compromises. 

Bad Faith. 

Gov. Caulfield satd the com- 
panies had shown bad faith and 
violated their pledges in various 
moves in the nearly seven years of 
litigation, and that he had no as- 
surance that a compromise, if ap- 
proved, would be carried out 
“with any greater fidelity” by the 
companies than previous agree- 
ments they had made. 

The compromise, had it been ac- 
cepted, would have been financial- 
ly advantageous to the companies, 
as they would have been felieved 
of paying about $8,000,000 of the 
$12,000,000 or $15,000,000 of ex- 
cess premiums collected since Nov. 
15, 1922—the effective date of the 
10 per cent reduction order. 

Under their proposal the com- 
panies would have put the reduc- 
tion into effect immediately upon 
ratification of the compromise, and 
would have refunded excess pre- 
miums collected since’ Jan. 1, 1927. 
This would have involved repay- 
ment of approximately $5,000,000 
to policy holders. 

Way Clear to Press Cases. 

Rejection of the compromises of- 
fered does not put the redfiction 
into force immediately, as _ suits 
over the order are still pending in 
Federal Court, but it clears the 
way for pressing the cases. 

The Missouri Supreme Court sus- 
tained the reduction order by the 
Insurance Department, in May, 
1926, in suits brought by the insur- 
ance companies. The companies 
appealed to the United States Su- 
preme Court, which declined to as- 
sume jurisdiction and dismissed the 
appeals. 

The insurance companies later 
filed injunction suits in the Feder- 
al District Court in Kansas City 
to restrain enforcement of the 
rate order. The Federal Court de- 
nied injunctions to 114 companies, 
on the ground that they did not 
come into court with clean hands, 
because they had agreed in earlier 
litigation not to attack constitu- 
tionality of the law under which 
the rate order was issued. They 
raised a constitutional question in 
the Federal suits. ‘Temporary in- 
junctions were issued to about 40 
companies that were not parties to 
the orginal stipulation on the con- 
stitutional question. About 35 oth- 
er companies have been licensed to 
do business in the State since the 
litigation started and are not par- 
ties to the suits. 

To Call Meeting of Attorneys. 

J. B. Thompson, State  Insur- 
ance Superintendent. said a con- 
ference of the attorneys would be 
called soon to discuss the cases. 
He said the course to be followed 
by the Insurance Department like- 
ly would depend upon what move 
the companies made. 

Steps to force immediate compli- 
ance with the reduction order can 
be taken against companies that 
were denied injunctions by the 
Federal District Court unless they 
take appeals, and against the com- 
panies no’ parties to the suits, he 
said. No immediate action can be 
taken against the companies that 
obtained temporary . injunctions 
pending final disposition of their 
suits, 

The companies came forward 
with the compromise proposal last

CHURCH RULE GITED 
AGAINST KERENS 
$1,900,000 CLAIM 


Sisters Allege Their Brother 
Vincent Violated Cath- 
olic Tenet in Getting 
Divorce. 


OPPOSE GIVING HIM 
SHARE OF ESTATE 


Offer This as Reason Why 
Money Withheld Pending 
Five Years’ Sobriety 
Should Not Be Paid. 


The Roman Catholic attitude 
against divorce and remarriage 
after divorce was cited in Federal 
Court today as one reason why 
Vincent Kerens should not receive 
outright possession of his $1,900,- 
000 share of the estate of his M- 
ther, Richard C. Kerens, former 
Ambassador to Austria-Hungary, 
who died 12 years ago. 

The St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
last summer filed a suit declaring 


that Vincent Kerens had passed 
“five consecutive years of sobriety 
and good behavior,” as required 
under his father’s will, and there- 
fore was entitled to outright pos- 
session of his share which had 
been held in trust because of his 
intemperate habits. He has been 


yreceiving a monthly allowance of 


$500 from the estate. 

In answers filed today, his sis- 
ters, Mrs. Madeline Kenna of New 
York and London, and Mrs. Gladys 
Colket of Philadelphia, who re- 
ceived their shares without re- 
striction, object to the proposed 
termination of the trust on the 
ground that their brother’s life has 
not conformed with the conditions 
precedent to turning over his share 
of the estate. 

Accused of Breaking Church Rules 

Richard C. Kerens, his daughters 
State, was “a devout and  con- 
sistent member of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church, staunch in his adher- 
ence to the church and all its 
tenets and teachings.” 

“Indissolubility of a valid mar- 
riage by divorce is a fixed Catho- 
lic belief—a matter of faith not of 
discipline,””’ Mrs. Kenna and Mrs. 
Colket continue, asserting that the 
manner in which Vincent Kerens 
obtained a divorce from his first 
wife, Mrs. Jane Henry Kerens, “‘vi- 
Olates a fundamental principle and 
belief of the Catholic faith, and is 
considered the worst possible con- 
duct of every loyal Catholic, and 
would be so considered by : Rich- 
ard C. Kerens at the time he ex- 
ecuted his will and ever after- 
ward.” 

All of which, according to the 
sisters, was well known to Vincent 
Kerens when he procured his di- 
vorce and when he remarried, and 
was well known to the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. when it accented 
the trust and when it considered 
and passed on Vincent Kerens’ ap- 
plication to obtain outright pos- 
session of his share of the estate. 

Allege Secret Divorce, 

A further point is made that Vin- 
cent Kerens was guilty of “gross 
bad conduct” in the manner he ob- 
tained a divorce; that he went into 
“an obscure Texas county” to file 
suit for divorce, obtained service 
on his wife by publication and was 
granted a decree, the wife not 
learning about the proceedings un- 
ti: two years later. At the time he 
instituted the proceedings, Kerens, 
contrary to his representations, 
knew where his wife could be 
found and could have given her 
personal notice, it is alleged. 

Mrs. Kenna and Mrs. Colket ad- 
mit they have been apprised that 
the St. Louis Union Trust Co. has 
affidavits, letters and statements 
in support of Vincent Kerens’ con- 
tention that he has been sober and 
well-behaved for five consecutive 
years. They reply, however, that 
they were not permitted to employ 
counsel or to appear before the 
board of directors of the trust 
company, and that they have no 
satisfactory proof of their broth- 
er’s good conduct. In recent years, 
they point out, he has _ traveled 
constantly, has moved from place 
to place, living among strangers, 
with little or no opportunity for 
anyone to check on his behavior. 

With the filing of the answers by 
Keren’s sisters, the suit is now 
ready for trial before Judge Faris 
this autumn. Last January Judge 
Faris overruled a motion by the 
sisters, asking for dismissal of the 
suit on the ground the trust com- 
pany’s petition was indefinite and 
did not state a cause of action.

GERMANY HAS NO TOMB 
UF UNKNOWN SOLDIER 


U. S. Veterans After Vain | 
Search Lay Wreath on 
King Frederick’s Statue. 


By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, Aug. 5.—Representa- 
tives of the American Veterans of 
Foreign Wars today sought in vain 
for the tomb of the German un- 
known soldier with the purpose of 
being the first Americans’ since 
the World War to pay tribute to 
the German war dead. 

But Berlin is probably the only 
European capital without a monu- 
ment to the “unknown soldier” ana 
so the Americans laid their wreath 
on a statue of Frederick the Great. 

The delegation was commanded 


by Capt. Edwin S. Bettelheim Jr., 
and came in the name of Com- 
mander-in-Chief Eugene P, Carv- 
er of Boston. Capt. Bettelheim is 
the national aid of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 

The veterans, who were warmly 
received by German officials, will 
be the first Americans to pay 
tribute to the Polish war dead at 
Warsaw on Wednesday. 

Capt, Bettelheim submitted a 
copy of the veterans’ charge to the 
German soldiers, to President Von 
Hindenburg. It follows: “Soldiers 
of the German fatherland, living 
and dead, we American veterans 
salute you. We honored you for 
your courage and patriotism during 
the World War and we bow our 
heads in tribute to your dead. You 
warriors not only did your duty 
to your country as every soldier 
must, but fought us strongly and 
bravely for the principle which you 
believed was right, such as we who 
sought to fight just as bravely for 
the principle which we thought 
was right. 

“We know you did your duty to 
your country as we hope we did to 
ours. Patriotism and willingness 
to give one’s life for his country 
are what makes your nation and 
our nation so strong today. We 
fought the good fight and came out 
of the conflict warm friends and 
with the highest respect for each) 
other. 

“May this respect and friendship 
endure for centuries to come. In 
the name of the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars of the United States, all 
of whose members have fought on 
foreign soil or on the high seas, I 
salute you.” 


FALLS 9600 FEET BEFORE

Hex Harker Sets New World Rec- 
ord In Leap from Plane at 
Cincinnati, O.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 5.— 
The former attempt to reach Amer- 
ica on board the Graf Zeppelin and

On that trip the airship so defi- 
nitely proved its safety and the of- 
ficers so clearly demonstrated their 
ability that it was no wonder that 
former passengers hurried from all 
parts to board the Zeppelin on its 
third start for New York. One 
trip had been successfully accom- 
plished. 

Passengers reached Friedrichs- 
hafen by airplane, rail and steam- 
er (the little town is on the shores 
of the Bodensee and ferries ply 
regularly to Switzerland). Trial 
trips had been made, everything, 
except passengers, was ready two 
nights before the scheduled time 
for starting. 

Then came the eve of departure. 
Passengers, their friends, airship 
officers and crew, townfolk and 
tourists all flocked to the Kurgar- 
ten Hotel. Singing and dancing 
made time pass pleasantly and ex- 
citement was maintained by the 
uncertainty of passengers’ arrival. 

Substitute Passengers Ready. 

There was also the chance that 
others who were waiting might 
take the place of absentees. It 
was a dramatic situation. Miss 
Suzainie Boitard, attractive Parisl- 
an girl, arrived post-haste by plane. 
She pleaded vainly for passage. 
The famous Oriental film star, 
Anna May Wong. also was ready, 
She wanted to go, too, but a film 
contract forbade It. 

The start was announced for 3:30 
a. m,. That meant no sleep that 
night. Some of us tiring of the 
hote] noise, went early to the han- 
gar.

Greeted by Crowd of 100,- 
000 — Stowaway on 
Board Will. Be Deported 
at Once.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Aug. 5.— 
The German dirigible Graf Zep- 
pelin. was harbored in port today 
after its third crossing of the At- 
lantic. Wednesday it will start 
back for Germany, on the first 
leg ofa journey around the world, 

, The airship, brought 18 passen- 
gers, including two women, and 
Albert Buschko, a stowaway who 
was kept incommunicado in a small 
compartment in the tail of the 
dirigible and turned over to immi- 
gration authorities on arrival and 
promptly was ordered deported, 
after a summary hearing before 
Assistant Immigration Commission- 
er James L. Hughes, one of the of- 
ficials to meet the airship here. 

He was then immediately taken 
to Gloucester City, N. J., immigra- 
tion detention depot for the Phila- 
delphia district, to be sent back on 
the first available steamer. 

The Graf Zeppelin, largest of all 
airships, left Friederichshafen at 
8:29 St. Louls time, Wednesday 
night and was pulled to the ground 
here at 7:4f o’clock p. m., 
Louis time, after 95 hours and 
19 minutes in the air. The west- 
ward crossing last year took 111% 
hours. 

“There was every kind of weath- 
er.” Dr. Hugo Eckener, command- 
er of the dirigible, said on landing. 
“It was a very interesting flight, 
we had no snow and no hail, but 
there was a storm close to us at 
the start and there were strong 
head winds during the last 14 
hours. 

“We had a very enjoyable time,” 
he told reporters, “At night we 
danced, sang and drank wine.” 

Held Bridge Tournament. 

There were other amusements, 
too. Passengers told of a bridge 
tournament and recounted with 
laughter how they had “kidded” 
themselves in face of the fruie 
against smoking by carrying por- 
celain cigarettes which they “lit” 
with electric 1 pe ree 

The passen showed no signs 
of fatigue and said they had en- 
joyed perfect comfort. Soon after 
they had been passed by Customs 
and Immigration agents they left 
for New York on a special train. 

Col. Nelson Morris of Chicago, 
one of the passengers, had pre- 
viously made more than 30 At- 
lantic crossings by ship. 

“Among all those crossings,” he 
said, “there was only one as 
smooth as this.” 

Morris exhibited one of the im!- 
tation cigarettes. It consists of 
an ivory holder with a china cig- 
arette in the end of it. 

“We used to pretend to light 
them with flashlights,” he said. 
“They didn’t search us for to- 
bacco or even matches when we 
boarded her. I had both with me. 
But of course ne passenger would 
have thought of striking a match.” 

The Zeppelin could have landed 
a few hours sooner but for @ gusty 
wind of about 40-mile velocity. 
The dirigible first floated over the 
field here just as the sun was set 
ting.

CHEMIST EXPLAINS 
_ BLOOD STAIN TESTS 


State Witness Says Exami- 
nations, Even Though De- 
layed, May Produce Ac- 
curate Results. 


By the Associated Press. 

COLUMBUS, O., Aug. 5.—The 
defense in the trial of James H. 
Snook today waived its demand for 
a separate hearing and decision 
from the court on the admissibil- 
ity of admissions made by Snook 
linking him with the killing of 
Theora Hix, his student paramour, 
and agreed to let testimony relat- 
ing to the admissions go before 
the jury as testimony. 

At the morning session the de- 
fense had objected to testimony 
from W. C. Howells, a newspaper- 
man, as to what Snook told him in 
an interview the night after he had 
confessed the killing. They insist- 
ed that the confession was made 
under duress and that since the in- 
terview was based on the confes- 
sion it was outlawed by statute. 
They demanded that the court hear 
testimony as to how the confession 
was obtained and then decide 
whether it should be admitted as 
testimony. 

Howells said he was selected as 
one of two men to interview Snook 
when jail authorities refused to let 
a large delegation go to Snook’s 
cell. 

“Sheriff Paul told Snook he had 
no authority to make Snook talk 
but Snook told us he had sent for 
us himself,”’ said the witness. 

“I don’t have any more to say 
than is in the confession,’’ How- 
ells quoted Snook as saying. 

“Miss Hix Asked for Drugs.” 

“Snook was asked if either he or 
Miss Hix ever used drugs and he 
replied that Miss Hix had asked 
him several times for narcotics, 
but that he never gave her any. 
He said, however, that Miss Hix 
Was not a drug addict. 

“We asked how the struggle 
started and he said the first blow 
was when Miss Hix grabbed for her 
purse and started to get out of the 
car. The purse was on her lap or 
on the seat of the car.” 

Howells quoted Snook as saying 
Miss Hix had declared she was 
“going to get my wife and child” 
and that he took the threat seri- 
ously. ‘“‘We asked him how Miss‘ 
Hix’s abdomen was cut,” said How- 
ells. “He replied that she got the 
wound from the car door.. We 
asked how.he hurt his own hand 
which was bandaged and he said 
he hurt it on his own automobile.” 

“We inquired what Miss Hix did 
after she grabbed her purse, and 
he said she started to get out of 
the car,’’ related the witness. “Then 
we asked what he did, and he said 
he struck her with the flat end of 
the hammer, but not hard enough 
to stop her. He said the hammer 
was on the ledge back of the seat. 
We asked if Miss Hix made any 
outcry. 

“‘She kept cursing me and cry- 
ing out that she would kill me,’” 
Howells quoted Snook as replying. 

“Continued to Hit Her.” 

“We asked what he did after 
he started hitting her and Snook 
said that he followed her to the 
car and continued to hit her, once 
very hard on the head, Dr. Snook 
said ‘she was unconscious and 
moaning. She had my sympathy. 
1 hated to hit her any more.’ 

“Dr. Snook then said he cut her 
throat and we asked if he could 
explain why he did that. 

“I can't tell you why I did that,’ 
Snook replied. ‘She kept moving 
a little but she had stopped before 
I left. The last things she said was 
that she would kill me, too.’” 

Howells said that Snook declared 
the pair started to quarrel as they 
drove and that he took her to the 
range to try to “talk her out of it, 
but couldn't.” 

Howells continued 
Snook: 

“When she said she would kill 
my child, I resented that. It was! 
too much. The affair was not a 
love affair, but just a pleasant tem- 
porary arrangement. I still loved 
my wife.” 

Howells then recounted Snook’'s 
story of going home after the kill- 
ing, getting a lunch and retiring. 

Under cross-examination How- 
ells repeated that Snook toid him 
neither he nor Miss Hix ever used 
narcotics. He gaid Snook told him 
Miss Hix “once had a highball,” 
and said she liked it, but that 
liquor never entered into their af- 
fair. 

Howells told of Snook's refer- 
ences to Marion T. Myers, an em- 
ploye of the State Department of 
Agriculture, who also was friendly 
with Miss Hix. He said Myers 
wanted to marry Miss Hix, but that 
she had refused. 

When Howells was excused, 
James E. Fusco, a Columbus news. 
paper reporter, took the stand. 
Fusco testified that in a conversa- 
tion with Snook the latter told 
him he was sorry that he killed 
rie yews that Snook said he 

not think the kill w 
tiflable. » ee oe 
C, F. Long, Columbus city chem. 
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had Long repeat some of the de-. 
tails of his examination of the vital | 
organs of Miss Hix. Long launched 
into a long technical explanation of 
the tests. 
Seidel questioned Long as to the 
accuracy of the test by which he 
said he determined that spots on 
Snook’s clothing, the hammer with 
which he is alleged to have killed 
the woman and on his automobile 
‘were caused by human blood. 
“Isn’t it a fact,” Seidel asked, 
“that the leading authorities are 
at wide variance in their opinion 
as to the accuracy of this test 
when the test is delayed several 
days, particularly in warm weath- 
er?” 
“The test is accurate so long as 
there is a sufficient amount of 
blood to make the test, ” Long re- 
plied. 
Seidel took Long through a Gite 
examination on the tests he made 
on two dogs to determine their re- 
action to a concoction taken from 
Miss Hix’s stomach. Long testified 
Saturday that his use of the dogs 
assisted in determining that a 
“love potion” was in the woman’s 
stomach. 

Paper in Stomach. 
Long said he took a small piece 
of paper from Miss Hix’s stomach. 
Later he went to a roadside stand 
near the New York Central rifle 
range, where the woman was 
illed, and bought a sandwich, He 
said he then compared the paper 
in the stomach with the bag in 
which the sandwich was delivered 
and found them identical. 
Prosecutor Chester had Long 
identify a jiece of waste “*sund 
near the scene of the killing which 
contained a few strands of hair. 
“Did you compare the hair in 
the waste with Miss Hix's hair?’’

BERLIN, Aug. 5.—The cheers of 
an Almerican crowd were heard in 
Berlin by radio fans here who sat 
up until 3:20 a. m, to listen in on 
the landing of the Graf Zeppelin 
at Lakehurst. The reception was 
re-broadcast by a Berlin station. 

The receiving was somewhat 
marred by static, but the voice of 
the American announcer came 
across the miles of land and wat- 
er, that the dirigible had taken al- 
most four days to cover, generally 
clear although fainf. 

A few words of greeting by Dr.

The 
word picture of the arrival of the 
Zeppelin was made vivid for 
thousands here by occasional brief 
ser.tences of translation interpo- 
lated by the German senders, their 
voices overlapping that of the 
trans-Atlantic announcer with the 
weird effect of being in the same 
room instead of 3000 miles apart. 

The entire front pages of the 
early editions of the morning pa- 
pers were devoted to the voyage of 
the Zeppelin. 


62,000 Postcards and _ Letters in 
Zeppelin Mail.

NEW YORK, Aug. 5.—The Graf 

Zeppelin brought from Germany 15 
sacks of mail, containing 32,000 
postcards and 30,000 letters, ad- 
dressed to all parts of the United 
States.

That was the greatest thrill of 
my life—the trip in the Graf Zep- 
pelin from Friedrichshafen to 
Lakehtrst. Small quarters, bur 
comfortable, a congenial crew ani 


And the food—never even on the 
finest of ocean liners have I en- 
joyed my meals more. 

Our chef was a short, fat jolly 
little man and his products were 
delicious. Our heaviest meal was 
dinner—served at noon—with five 
or six courses. We had tea at 5 
o’clock and supper about 7—cold 
cuts and pumpernickel. Our break- 
fast was heavier than the regular 
European fare with coffee, rolls. 
jam, eggs and fruit.-- No coffee was 
served at dinner. 

Swaying Annoyed Some Voyagers. 

The ship sailed smoothly. At 
times in the strong head winds 
there was a‘slight swinging that 
annoyed some of the passengers, 
but there was hardly any vibration. 

I have been an aviation enthu- 
siast for more than eight years. I 
do all my traveling on the con- 
tinent by air, but Zeppelin riding 
was something new and a comfort- 
able revelation. No jars, or hard 
bumps of the airplane. 

The berths were small but com- 
fortable. And after thejfirst night, 
which was hot, the weather was 
ideal. Our time was our own. Gat 
up when we pleased and _ retired 
when were tired out. Time went 
swiftly. 

We sat and talked and played 
cards. At night we would all get 
together and each would have to 
sing a song, tell a story or dance. 
I did my bit with a few Irish jigs 
that I knew. We had no music 
but we got along without it. 

During the daytime we wrote 
letters, talked and explored the 
ship. The officers were quite 
pleasant. They sat around with 
us in the saloon and talked, ex- 
plaining the workings of the ship. 

Dogfight for Diversion, 

The animals on board provided 
lots of amusement. Four dogs in 
one crate got into a fight and they 
had to be separated. The gorilla 
would shake hands ard always de- 
manded company. She was friendly 
and even affectionate. 

We could not smoke aboard, 
which bothered some passengers. 
There was only one other restric- 
tion—we could not throw anything 
out of the window because it might 
blow into one of the open motors. 
In fact nothing was ever dumped 
from the Zeppelin. All of the ref- 
use, garbage and waste paper wes 
carried along in big containers un. 
der the cabin. This maintained 
the ballast of the craft. 

While the cabins were small, the 
saloon was large and comfortable. 
We moved about with freedom. 
Only one or two of us visited the 
stowaway, who was locked up in a 
tiny room. Dr. Eckener was very 
angry when the stowaway was dis- 
covered on board, only 10 minutes 
after we had got under way. He 
was a nice youth but the camera 
he brought along with him did 
him no good as he saw none of the 
sights. 

It was a wonderful trip. The 
noise of the motors was at first 
disturbing, but we soon got used 
to it. Zeppelin traveling is splen- 
did and despite the luxurious 
steamships, trains and airplanes, 
it is the ideal mode of travel.

The engine bells 
clang again. Full speed ahead is 
rung and we rise majestically. The 
searchlights playing over the field 
flash on white uplifted faces of 
those who are left behind. Steeply 
we rise over the hills and trees, 


the scattered “town lights lose 
themselves in mist. The hangar 
doors dwindle in the _ distance, 


while blue lights flooding through 
them look like the peephole in an 
alchemist’s furnace. 

Soon we were 
clouds and _ struggling through 
them emerged over Lake Cons- 
tance. The crescent moon, low on 
the horizon, tinged the clouds with 
wraith-like grayness, but soon the 
rosy tint of dawn shot from the 
eastern sky and golden gleams of 
sunshine followed close behind. 

It was hard to drag oneself from 
the beautiful scene, but I turned 
in to the eontro!l room to consult 
with Dr. Eckener, the man whose 
tireless efforts, together with the 
skill of his officers, have made 
these flights examples of modern 
progress, possible. 

“A fine start, Doctor,” I ob- 
served.

Then they turned edgewise and 
like hawks on windy days re- 
traced their route. 

We were well away on a great 
adventure, and more than that, we 
were to demonstrate the ability of 
the airship’s crew and engines and 
mark one more record of success 
along the line of airship travel. 
As we crossed the Swiss moua- 
tains to the Saone Valley we ex- 
perienced a few bumps, but the 
clouds had risen from the hill tops 
giving us clear entry into French 
territory. 

The usual mistral was missing 
from the Rhone. valley and we 
bucked head winds as we ran 
down this valley. Dr. Eckener and 
Capt. Lehmann studied the weath- 
er chart and considered the advis- 
ability of crossing north of Spain 
to the Bay of Biscay. but as the 
winds in the North Atlantic were 
not likely to be favorable they 
proceeded southwards. The Rhone 
valley is interesting ‘from both 
land and air, but air travel] un- 
folds in quick succession the nat- 
ural glories of many objects ef pe- 
culiar interest.

Ordcred to Appear Sept. 23 to Give 
Bond on Charges of Defraud- 
ing City. 

A. M. Ryckoff, Chicago contrac- 
tor who installed part of the new 
St. Louis lighting system: John C.

COMPROMISE PLAN OF 
INSURANCE CONCERNS

‘April, after the Federal District 
Court had ruled for the State on 
virtually every point raised, except 
as to the few companies obtaining 
temporary injunctions. 

View of Company Attorneys, 

Company representatives said the 
policyholders would lose larges ums 
because of the difficulty they 
would have in establishing their 
claims,. They said the companies 
had not kept their old records of 
premium reports by the agents, for 
the early part of the litigation, and 
there would be no way of establish- 
ing the claims unless policyholders 
had retained their old policies. It 
was explained that the records of 
payments were kept for only six 
months beyond the life of a policy. 

The policies are written for one, 
three and five years periods, most 
iof the business being in one and 
three years’ policies, 

Gov. Caulfield, in discussing this 
phase of the situation said steps 
should be taken by the State’s At- 
torney at once to stop this destruc- 
tion of records, by injunction pro- 
weedings. 

Records Destroyed. 
“They (the companies) have de- 
gtroyed their records for a large 
portion of the time since Nov. 16, 
1922, when the reduction order 
went into effect,” Gov. Caulfield 
gaid. “They had obtained the val- 
wable right under a stipulation of 
wollecting $12,000,000 to $15,000,- 
600 excess premiums under the 
wld rate, by being relieved during 
the pendency of the court review 
bf putting the reduction into effect. 

“They have assumed the obliga- 
tion under the stipulation, as con- 
ptrued by. the United States Dis- 
trict Court, to refund these excess 
premiums if the order of the su- 
perintendents should be finally sus- 
tained, and they were certainly 
bound, after receiving these val- 
uable considerations, to preserve 
‘ their records no matter what may 
have been their general practice 
in this respect. 

Text of Letter. 

The text of Gov. Caulfield’s let- 
fer follows: 

“Messrs. John T. Barker and 
Floyd B. Jacobs, Kansas City, Mo. 

“Gentlemen: 

*“T have considerei the proposed 
Bettlement of the lItigation now 
pending between the State fire in- 
surance companies and the State 
Superintendent of Insurance. 

“TI cannot make my position clear 
without a brief staiement of the 
facts as I understand them. 

“Prior to 1915, except for a brief 
period, the matter of rates was 
left entirely to the companies do- 
ing business in the State. They 
could not combine or agree upon 
uniform rates without becoming 
amenable to the antitrust laws. 
This situation brought about the 
withdrawal] of many companies and 
furnished adequate reason for the 
enactment of a rating law that 
would remedy the existing evils and 
enable the companies which had 
withdrawn to re-enter the State for 
the conduct of their business. 


Origin of Rating Law. 
“Upon the solicitation of the 
Companies themselves, a commis- 
sion was appointed by Gov. Major 
which worked in conjunction with 
the authorized representatives of 
the companies and the Attorney- 
General. Many hearings were had 
by the commission and company 
representatives at different places 
in the State with the sole purpose 
of devising a rating law that would 
be just in its application both to 
the insuring public and to the 
companies. Thus -°-me into exist- 
ence the act of 1915 which, in its 
final draft and form, was as much 
the work and creation of the com- 
panies through their authorized 
agents and representatives, as it 
Was the work of these acting for 
the State, and which was primarily 
enacted at the request of and for 
the relief of the insurance com- 
Panies. 

“That act empowers the Superin« 
Eendent of Insurance to investigate 
the necessity for a reduction of 
rates, and if, upon guch investiga- 
tion, it appears that the aggregate 
profits of the stock fire insurance 
companies in Missouri for five 
years next preceding such investi- 
gation have been in excess of what 
is reasonable, then he shall order 
such reduction of rates as shall be 
hecessary to limit their aggregate 
collections to a reasonable profit. 
The law further provides that if 
the companies do not, within 30 
Gays from the order of reduction, 
Submit a class or classes meeting 
the approval of the superintendent 
to which the reduction shall be ap- 
ete then a Superintendent of 

rance ghall desi 
lass or classes. oe 
Burden of Proof. 

“The orders of the superintend- 
Ont, together with his findings 
upon which the order is based, are 
made reviewable by the Courts 
and upon such review the entire 
matter is heard and determined 
de novo, but the burden of proof as 
to the reasonableness of the injus- 
tice of any order made by the 
Buperintendent is made to rest upon 
these appealing from such order. 
The act also provides that during 
the pendency of the review each 
insurance company shall not charge 
any rates or premium in excess of 
that fixed by the superintendent. 

“On March 27, 1918, the com- 
Panies filed with the superintend- 
ent a schedule of rates by which 
they proposed a 10 per cent in- 
frease. The superintendent re. 
jected the increase and his action 
was upheld by our Supereme Court 
in State ex rel. Waterworth va. 
Harty, 276 Missouri 685. In this 
case the companies assailed the 
constitutionality of the act of 1915, 
although they hal played an active 
part in the framing of its provisions 
and although they were in that 
very proceeding invoking its aid. 

“The superintendent on Jan. 1, 
1920, granted the companies a gen- 
pral increase of appro | 
per cent in rates applicable to. 
Glasses of risks. 


There was no Db | 


jection on the part of the insur- 
ance companies to the power or 
authority of the superintendent to 
sanction this increase in their 
rates, 

Cites Stipulation. 


“The next action taken by the 
Superintendent was on Jan. 5, 
1922, when he ordered a reduction 
of 15 per cent in the rates. One 
hundred forty-nine insurance com- 
panies joined in an injunction suit 
in the Circuit Court of Cole Coun- 
ty to restrain the superintendent 
from enforcing the order, and pro- 
cured a tempordry restraining or- 
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der. On Feb. 14, 1922, a large 
number of the companies on the 
one part and the superintendent on 
the other part entered into a writ- 
ten stipulation as follows: 
“Whereas, Ben C. Hyde, Su- 


perintendent of the Insurance De- 
partment of the State of Missouri, 
has this day withdrawn and re- 
voked the order published and de- 
clared by him on the 5th day of 
January, 1922, effective Feb. 15, 
1922, reducing the rate of insur- 
ance charged by all stock fire com- 
panies doing business in the State 
of Missouri on all fire, lightning, 


hail and windstorm business writ- 
ten by them in this state; now 


therefore, it is hereby stipulated 
by and between the parties hereto 
that the following order may be 
entered of record in this cause: 

“*(1) The above entitled cause 
is hereby dismissed, and the re- 
straining order heretofore entered 
therein is hereby dissolved and al] 
liability under the bond given pur- 
suant to the conditions of said re- 
straining order is hereby satisfied 
and discharged, and the surety in 
said bond is hereby released.

10, 1922, 156 companies joined in 
a petition filed in the Circuit Court 


of Cole County to review the order - 


of Oct. 9 and gave bond pursuant 
to paragraph four of the stipula- 
tion. 

“The order of the superintendent 
was upheld by the Supreme Court 
of this State in Aetna Insurance 
Co, vs. Hyde, 315 Missouri 113. 
The companies obtained a Writ of 
Certiorari trom the Supreme Court 
of the United States, but upon 
hearing the writ was dismissed on 
Jan, 3, 1928. (276 U. 8. 440.) 

“Up to the time of the decision 
of the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States, the companies fully 
avalled themselves of the valuable 
rights given by the stipulation: 

“A-—They accepted rescision by 
the State of the 15 per cent reduc- 
tion order of Jan. 5. 1922. 

“B—They accepted and bene- 
fited by the dismissal of the suit 
in the Circuit Court of Cole 
County. 

“C—They accepted relief from 
liability on the injunction bond. 

“D—They accepted and availed 
themselves of the valuable right of 
charging the old and higher prem- 
ium until Nov. 15, 1922, the effec- 
tive date of the new order, with- 
out liability to refund the excess. 

Millions in Excess 

“E—Under the law the com- 
panies were compelled to charge, 
pending review by the courts, the 
rates fixed by the superintendent 
but under Paragraph Four of the 
stipulation they have, until now, 
collected the higher rates in force 
prior to the order of Oct. 9. 1922. 
The excess premiums so collected 
by them are estimated to be be- 
tween $12,000,000 and $15.000,000, 

“F—For more than six years 
they have had and availed them- 
selves of the right under the stipu- 
lation to invest and re-invest these 
excess premiums, with Hability to 
return to the policyholders only the 
excess, without interest. if the or- 
der shall be finaly sustained. 

“On the other hand, the com- 
panies signing the stipulation 
failed and in several instances re- 


| fused, to meet the obligations by 


them assumed under the stipula- 
tion: 

“(a) They refused at the hear- 
ing before the superintendent te 
comply with their agreement te 
produce such evidence as might 
be required by the Insurance De- 
partment.

Timber Blazes Reported in 
Oregon, Idaho, Washing- 
ton and California—Many 
Out of Control. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 5.— 
Nearly 1000 men today were wag- 
ing desperate fight to check forest 
fires raging in the _ tinder-like 
woods of Northern Idaho. Lack of 
rain, heavy winds and inaccessibili- 
ty of the fires made their task 
doubly difficult. 

A stand was being made against 
the blaze on Sand Creek, about 
eight miles from Sand Point, Ida., 
by 250 fighters of the Pend Oreille 
Timber Protective Association. The 
men were attacking the flames 
from two sides in an effort to save 
the town’s water supply. 

Another 250 fighters were work- 
ing on the stubborn Pack Creek 
firo which has burned for several! 
days and swept more than 7000 
acres. Despite their efforts, Pend 
Oreille National Forest officials 
gaid the blaze was spreading rap- 
idly. 

lightning started 35 small fires 
in the Pend Oreille National Forest 
according to forest service - men, 
and Timber Protective Association 
officers reported 45 fires in their 
territory. None of these covered 
more than 10 acres, they said. 

At Lewiston ail available men 
were being conscripted to fight 
dangerous fires on Baldy Mountain 
and Glover Caeek. The flames at 
Baldy Mountain had burned over 
100 acres and were spreading 
swiftly. 

A fire on Meadow Creek in the 
Selway National Forest which ran 
wild for several days and burned 
over about 320 acres was reported 
under control. 

Other fires burning in the Sel- 
way and Clearwater National For- 
ésts numbered about 45, fighters 
having extinguished 20 blazes. 

F. H. Brundage, Assistant Dis- 
trict Forester in charge of fire con- 
trol, declared at Portland, Ore., 
that about 275 fires had been start- 
ed in the Pacific Northwest timber 
country by lightning. All those in 
Oregon wére reported under con- 


trol. Fireg continued to burn in 
Washington and California, 

In Washington a blaze on Camas 
Creek, North of Lake Chelan, was 
still unchecked after devastating 
more than 8000 acres. About 250 
men are fighting it. 

About 80 Doukhobours, mem- 
bers of a religious sect in Canada, 
were pressed into service across the 
border to fight two fires on Vul- 
can Mountain. 

Washington fires still uncon- 
trolled included four near the Can- 
adian line in the Ashnola drainage 
country and two in Rainier Na- 
tional Forest. 

Breaking out again after being 
reported under control, the fire 
which started in Santa Clara Coun- 
ty, Cal, Saturday, was blazing 20 
miles northeast of Hollister. Four 
hundred men were fighting the 
blaze, said to be the most severe 
the region ever experienced.

Those in the latter section are 
the most serious since they have 
hundreds of acres of dry siash- 
ings, remnants of logging opera- 
tions, to feed on shouid they jump 
the lines of trenches and sand 
thrown_up by the fire fighters.

As to Electric Refrigerators. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

N a news item fn the Post-Dispatch of 

Aug 1, I note that Government scien- 
lists, the Public Health Service, Bureau 
of Mines and the Bureau of Standards 
have stated they desire “to relieve any 
undue anxiety in the minds of those 
possessing household refrigerating sys- 
tems.” 

Recently news items have appeared 
which would lead one to assume that all 
electric refrigerators are unsafe for use. 
The gas leaks which causdfi the trouble 
recently in Chicago were frem systems 
which are very much in the minority. 
The public should knew this fact and 
also be assured that at least 90 per cent 
of all household automatic refrigerators 


are considered wholly safe by Govern-| 


ment scientists and our Public Health 
Service. All of the leading manufac- 
turers of electric refrigerators have used 
and are using sulphur dioxide as a re- 
frigerant, which has an offensive odor 
and, so far as the writer has been able to 
ascertain, has never caused a death 
either by poisoning or asphyxiation. 

Gas stoves are far more dangerous 
than wood or coal ranges, yet the odor 
of the gas usually prevents accidents. 
And the Government scientists point out 
that a refrigerant which gives warning 
of a leak by its odor is comparatively 
safe. dD W.

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THE HIGH PRICE OF RADIUM. 
Soon after the discovery of radium in the Curie 
laboratories in 1898, it was offered for sale at $2500 
a gram. In 1903, when 5000 tons of ore were re- 
quired to prepare &@ gram of the wonder-working ele- 
ment, it was quoted at $6000. Since that time, rich 
new deposits have been discovered, and only 10 tons 
of ore are required to produce a gram of radium. 
Yet the price has ballooned to $70,000 a gram in 
this country, a price $10,000 to $20,000 higher than 
in Europe. Why this difference, no one seems able 
to explain, since radium is on the tariff free list 
of the United States. Radium has been very success- 
ful in treatment of malignant tumors, and is the 
nearest approach of medicine to its great goal of a 
cure for cancer. 
Doubtless the new uses discovered for radium and 
the increased demand have much to do with the high 
price, but that fs not the whole story. Dr. Richard 
B. Moore of Purdue University recently charged that 
a radium monopoly holds up the price, while thou- 
sands of cancer patients die annually because they 
cannot receive treatment. Now Prof. C. L. Linde 
mann, leading British physicist, makes similar 
charges and the British press is vigorously discuss- 
ing the matter. Prof. Lindemann hints that be 
cause wealthy benefactors of hospitals are willing 
to pay any amount for the substance, the makers 
have nothing to gain by lowering the price.

Age limit in industry creeping steadily downward, until now it is difficult for men 
more than 40 to get new jobs or to hold the ones they have; drift of younger 
blood to cities, development of machinery and pension plans account for con- 
dition; suggestions for relief include reliable survey of unemployment. 


WORKMAN enters a New Haven bar- 
ber shop. He is dressed neatly in a 
newly pressed suit. He stoops a little; 
his eyes are tired; his hair is grizzled at 
the sides, but he moves briskly enough to a 
chair. “Shoot the works, George,” he says. 
“Gimme everything you've got—haircut, 
shave, shampoo, massage, violet light, and 
George, Just touch up this gray hair a little.” 
George tucks in the napkins and sets to 
work. He works an hour, and the five 
collar bill he receives is barely enough to 
cover his services, and his tip. The man 
leaves the chair, squares his shoulders, 
and heads confidently for the door. 
When he has gone George shakes his

THE SLIDING SUGAR TARIFF. 

Judgment must be reserved on the proposed sliding 
Sugar tariff, recommended to the Senate Finance 
Committee by Reed Smeot, until further illumination 
has been shed upon the subject. The tariff is a 
tricky thing; rarely is it possible to tell, without ex- 
haustive investigation, just what will be the in- 
cidence of a given rate. The difficulty in this case, 
by reason of the fluctuating nature of the suggested 
tax, is multiplied. 

On its face, however, the Smoot proposal appears | 
to be materially better, from the consumer's point 
of view, than the flat increase written into the tar- 
iff bill by the House. Whereas the House proposed 
a rate of three cents a pound, with the established 
20 per cent differential in favor of Cuba, the Smoot 
plan fixes the threecent rate as a maximum, sub 
ject to reduction. 

The maximum would apply if the selling price at 
New York should fall to $5.20 or less per hundred- 
weight. With sugar selling there at $6 per hundred- 
weight, as at present, it is estimated that the tariff 
would be about what it is now—2.20 cents a pound. 
An increase in the New York selling price would 
satomatically bring about a decrease in the tariff. 
which might go as low as one cent. Cuba would 
continue to receive under the sliding scale the same | 
differential as at present.

The most mournful eyes in the world 
are those of the displaced accountants and 
bookkeepers who, having given the best of 
their lives to ome concern, wander inte my 
office looking for work—any kind of work.

But today man en-| 
joys its immensity, silence and 
creeping splendor in perfect com- | 
fort. 

Palm Springs is on the western 
rim of the Colorado Desert— 
named for the river not the state 
—and is sheltered from hot winds 
by the snow-capped Mount San 
Jacinto. It is 452 feet above sea 
level and “the season” is from Oc- 
tober to June. Smart crowds are | 
coming here and liking it. 


The climate is dry, invigorating 
and the average temperature at 
noon is 81 degrees but at night 
drops to 45. There is little hu- 
midity and fogs are unknown. 
There are two automobile roads 
from Los Angeles, paved the entire 
distance and it is an easy six-hour 
drive. 

There are oranges and grape- 
fruit in abundance and date farms 
are most productive. The charm 
of the desert to me is in its re- 
moteness and aura of mysticism.
